During the 80’s and the 90’s the St. Lawrence Boom 
and Manufacturing Company at Ronceverte cut hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of feet of white pine. All of this white pine was 

driven down the Greenbrier to Ronceverte. During this 

time they constructed a splash dam across Rosin Run and, wher 

they had the logs rolled in, they turned the dam loose and 

he logs to North Fork, thence to the Greenbrier 
River and on to Ronceverte mu

The first big company to come into the county 
after the railroad was built was the Vtest Virginia Pulp 
and Paper Company at Cass. After forty years, it is still 


in operation.
